13. That respondent's failure to identify parcels shown on said maps in
a manner sufficient to permit the use of said maps in conveyancing constitutes
misconduct in the practice of land surveying;

WHEREFQRE, complainant demands that the Land Surveyors' Sectiocn of the
Exéﬁfning Board hear evidence relevant to matters recited herein and determine
whether the license of respondent should be revoked or suspended, or whether

respondent should receive an official reprimand.

The above entitled proceeding having come on for hearing
before the Land Surveyors' Section of the Examining Board of
Architects, Professional Engineers, Designers and Land
Surveyors at General Executive Office Facility No. 1,
Madison, Wisconsin, on March 25, 1975, pursuant to
notice of hearing containing the issues involved and
charges to be considered, duly served upon the respondent,
Patrick E. Smith, and respondent having filed answer on
March 17, 1975, and having appeared in person and by
his attorneys, Herro, Snyder, Chapman & Snyder, by Patrick L.
Snyder, and the Land Surveyors' Section of the Examining
Board, represented by Lowell E. Nass, Assistant Attorney
General, having heard the evidence presented by William
Dusso, attorney, in support of said charges, and the
evidence presented by respondent, in opposition thereto,
and the Board having considered the pleadings, testimony,
exhibits, arguments and proceedings herein, hereby makes

and files its findings of fact, conclusions of law and

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

Tﬂat respondent's preparation of the above described
survey maps which failed to meet the requirements of
sec., 236.34, Stats., and A-E 1.04 (4), Wis. Adm. Code,
constiéutes gross negligence as defined in A-E 4.003 (2),
Wis. Adm. Code, and misconduct in the practice of land
surveying as defined in A-E 4.003 (3), Wis. Adm. Code,
and respondent Patrick E. Smith is therefore subject to

penalty as provided by sec. 443.02 (8), Stats.
ORDER

IT IS ORDERED that respondent Patrick E. Smith
(S-501) be and hereby is reprimanded.
